Seldom since the beginning of the cam-
paign in the east has the military situa-
tior been 50 uncertain as at present.
Several independent movements, each
with the poszibility of vital consequences,
are in progress simultaneously. The lat-
est phase of the situation is that the ad-
vance of a new Russian army against
Prussia in connection with a movement
of forces that have invaded east Prussia
is believed in London to threaten the
German forces in central Poland,

The Russian general staff is convinced
that the Germans west and southwest of
Warsaw have determined on a general
offensive movement.
German troops have reinforced the Aus-
trians for a drive at the Ruasians, de-
signed to relieve Bukowina and northern
Hungary from danger of further inva-
glon. The fighting during the last few
days, while violent at times, has been
more local in character.

On the western battle fields the allies
and the Germans are concentrating their
efforts in the Aisne region. Following
their defeat near Soissons the French
have fallen back to new positions and
are struggling to stay the German ad-
